Dear Sir —In my last, I spoke of Mayence. 
which we found to be a very handsome city. 
We arnved there in a lovely Octobex evening, 
and enjoyed two ot the most beautiful moonlight 
a'ghts we ever saw ; nearly as light aa day^ 
giving ns a magnificent view of the Rhine, and 
the I iver Maine, at its junction with the fbrmer. 
Had we a spark of romance in our nature, we 
should have been enthusiastio with the scene 
presented. 
Our sober Hoosier habita enabled 
us to view it with calmnesa, but also with great 
pleasure, whilo some other« ot our party, wore, 
in raptures. 
This City is now owned by the 
Duke of Heshe Darmstadt, and is the most im- 
portant town, in bis dominions. It is the strong- 
oat tortress iu the German oonfederatton, is gar- 
riiioned by Prussian and Austrian troops, in 
equal numWs, and commanded by a Governor 
uhosjQ alternately 
from each nation. 
On the 
Quay, near where we landed, the first object 
which struck our attention was three large red 
sand-stone buildings, the ancient palace of the 
Electors of Mayence, now cot. verted into a Mu- 
seum. Wo f( und the Cathedral a large building 
a'eo of red sand-stone, nearly blocked up by 
very ordinary buildings. 
It is built in the mas. 
piva round aroh style-^began in the tenth and 
finished in the eleventh century. 
It suffered 
much from the bombardment, by the Prussians 
in 1793 ; as also, by being turned into a maga- 
zine and barracks, by the French in 1813. 
The 
Chapel on the south side has a most won- 
derful and rich painted glass windows 
The 
interior of this Cathedral, is filled with monu- 
ments ot the electors of Mentz. 
They had the 
right to crown the German Emperors. 
The 
tomb of one of those Archbishops which we 
saw had a fig<ire representing him, crowning the 
Eriipcror Henry the 7th. 
There are numerous 
other monuments said to be executed with great 
ükill in point of art; one of which was specially 
pointed out to us, as that of Elstrada, third 
wife of Charlemagne. 
She was not buried there 
but in a church now destroyed, from «hich her 
monument was removed. 
Another tomb was 
also presented to us, of a minstrel, commonly 
0 illed 
Praise the Ladies,' from the manner iu 
which ho wrote of them. 
He was a Canon of 
Mentz Cathedral, Fa;d to be a most worthy man, 
and a great favorite with the gentler sex 
Such 
was their adm'ration and devotion to him,that 
hii b'er was supported and borne to the grave by 
eight ladies of distinction, bathing it with [their 
tears. 
There is aI<o a red sand'stone monu- 
ment crected tu St: Boniface, the Apostle of 
Germany, and fiist Archbishop of Mentz, an 
Englishman by birth, of noble and wealthy 
parents. He became a Monk of the Benedictine 
order, and left his native country with eleven 
i others of the same order to preach the Gospel

This latter is a free city as it is 
callcd. 
It is the seat of the German IDiet, and 
is situated on the river Maine. 
It is said to con- 
tain 70,000 inhabitants, 6,000 of whom are said 
to be Jews, and is the birthplace of the Rotchs- 
childs, one branch of which family still resides 
here. 
Several residences inhabited by the-r 
Bankers and Merchant Princes may truly be 
called palaces. 
In the old town many of the 
houses plainly show their antiquity -old wooden 
buildings overhanging their basement stories. 


The Cathedral is remarkable for its great 
antiquity, and aUo on account ot being the spot 
where tho Emperors of Germany were crowned 
It contains a curious group of old painted sculp- 
:urc, which we were told, was of the twelfth 
century 
It was here St. Bernard preached 
with such success the crusade to an enthusiastic 
multitude. 
The Emperors were crowned in 
what was called the election chn)^l. 
The chair 
in which the y eat at church is still to be seen 
and tvro stools used by the electors are also pre- 
.served there. 


In the town honse is seen the apartment 
where the Emperors were 
entertaiiied, and 
waited on at table by Kings and Princes. 
There are the portraits, 25 in number, of the se 
Empetors; under each is the motto, which was 
adopted by that Emperor at bis coronation. 
At the end of the hall is the beautiful historical 
painting of the Judgment of Solomon 
There 
are a great many other paintings, tlie {yfts of 
noble and private citizens, said to be of great 
merit, 'l lio Church ol .St. Leonhard'», near tbe 
river, wa« shuwn to us as th« xpot where the 
palace of the Emperor Charlemagne' stood 
where he assembled the Bishops and Princes of 
the Ktnpire. 
Above the old bridge over the 
Maine stands the statue uf that Emperor.

per bushel: pork S2 per cwt. 
These rates are 
far too low fo enable the f roducor to live and pay 
as he docs for what little money ne c^n loan at 
40 per cfMi. per annum. 
B^t the people do not 
despond. 
There is enough to live on, a good 
country, and lar;;e emigration from the Eastern 
States expected in the spring. 


For the past I wo or three yo.irs cur 
farmers bave been crozj to move to Iowa, and 
many of thctn sacrificed good farms here fur 
that purpose. 
Wo told them at the time they 
had better remain at home. We do not see what 
inducement there can be to move to a new coun- 
trj', pay a higher pricc for land than they can 
get fur their farms here, and then have to sell 
their produce for less than one-half the Fort

government. 
For'this purpose, the territorial 


legislature, in 1855. passed a law. 'for taking 
tiie sense of the people of this Territory upon 
the espedior-cy of calling a convention to form a 
State constitution" at tho general election to bo 
held in October, 1?56.
